The empty loe houses on the east Bide 


of the Sangamon river, jnst soutii of the 
I., D. Sc W. bridge, were destroyed by fire 
Sunday night between 11 and 12 o'clock, 
involving a loss of $3000, insured with 
Warren & Dorfee for 11000. The houses 
were the property of Joseph Miohl and 
Mrs. Charles Whitait and children.
